RESPONSE TO REQUIREMENT FOR RESTRICTION/ELECTION OF SPECIES 

In response to the September 26, 2006 Restriction Requirement in the above-identified 
application, Applicants elect Group I, Claims 1-31 and 36-39, drawn to a method of 
administering a composition of a cell cycle checkpoint activator and an oncogenic kinase 
modulator, classified in class 514, subclass 252.18. 

The Restriction Requirement also requires the election of a single species of cancer and a 
single specific combination of a cell cycle checkpoint activator and an oncogenic kinase 
modulator. AppHcants first elect the cancer species multiple myeloma. Applicants fiirther elect 
the combination of j3-lapachone and imatinib. Claims 1-7, 9-31, and 36-38 read on the elected 
species.
